One employe of the Walter L. Main 
circus, showing here today, died of in­ 
juries and another was probably fa­ 
tally hurt in Carlisle early today when 
a Cumberland Valley passenger train 
rain into a wagon hauling poles from 
the circus lot to the Reading depot. 
Thomas Roily, 45, died shortly aft­ 
er I o’clock this morning in the Car­ 
lish* hospital. 
Hairy Smith, 50, was 
so badly injured that at noon today 
he had not regained consciousness., 
His condition was said to be criti­ 
cal. 
After the night performance in Car­ 
lisle Thursday, the tents were taken 
down and loaded on wagons to be 
hauled to the Reading station to en­ 
train for Gettysburg. 
Refly and Smith were driving a 
span of six horses hauling a heavy 
load of tent poles. 
They left the 
c ircus lot in West Lout her street, 
nnd to reach the Reading tracks th<*y 
were coly pelted to eros* the tracks of 
th** Cumberland Valley railroad on 
East High street. 
The crossing on this route is elevat­ 
ed. 
As the horse* were pulling the 
heavy load up the incline, they were 
m<mientarily stalled. 
Just then the passenger train which 
leaves Carlisle at 12:06 a. rn. for Har- 
1 risburg cann* along. 
The six horace 
had cleared the track*. 
The wagon 
was partly across when the train hit 
it. 
Re lf and Smith were thrown off 
I the seat of the wagon to the street.! 
The wagon load of poles was over­ 
turned. 
Foster Lease, of Harrisburg, en- 
j ginemap of the train, stopped it with­ 
in two car length*.
